BUSINESS  OR  BUSY-NESS? 

As  we  all  plunge  into  the  busy  month  that  is  called  May,  it  is  so  easy  to  let  the 
shouts  of  "Christ  is  risen!  He  is  risen  indeed"  fade  into  the  background  and 
become  forgotten.  There  are  family  gatherings,  graduations,  spring  cleanings, 
special  school  events,  special  church  events,  special  presbytery  events,  special 
city  events,  special  Serve  The  City  events,  and  on  and  on  and  on.  It  is  great  to  be 
about  our  business  of  living,  doing  it  well  and  effectively.  However,  sometimes  we 
can  become  slaves  to  just  being  busy  —  "busy-ness"  —  and  that  is  not  good. 

It  is  important  that  we  continue  to  seek  the  presence  and  guidance  of  the  risen 
Christ,  who  is  with  us  in  the  midst  of  all  the  various  things  we  must  attend  to  in  our 
lives.  Like  the  early  disciples  who  went  back  to  fishing  after  Jesus  had  been 
raised  from  the  dead,  we  can  become  so  focused  on  just  getting  things  done  that 
we  no  longer  are  able  to  see  Christ  who  is  right  with  us.  Remember,  Jesus 
showed  up  on  the  shore  and  even  called  out  to  them,  but  they  did  not  recognize 
him. 

Early  in  the  morning,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore,  but  the  disciples  did  not 
realize  that  it  was  Jesus.  He  called  out  to  them,  "Friends,  haven't  you 
any  fish?"  "No"  they  answered.    (John  21:4-5) 

It  wasn't  until  they  had  listened  to  Jesus'  word  to  throw  their  net  to  the  right  side  of 
the  boat  and  they  were  blessed  with  a  net  full  of  large  fish  that  they  realized  Jesus 
was  right  there  with  them.  That  is  the  key  for  us  as  well.  In  the  "busy-ness"  of  our 
lives,  as  is  the  case  for  so  many  of  us  in  May,  we  need  to  keep  our  hearts  open  to 
hearing  God's  Word  spoken  to  us,  and  be  willing  to  follow  that  Word  in  the  midst  of 
all  the  other  things  we  are  doing.  Only  then  will  we  find  life  full  and  effective. 
Otherwise,  everything  just  becomes  a  series  of  draining  tasks  that  we  are  just 
trying  to  get  through  the  best  we  can. 

It  is  the  presence  of  the  risen  Christ  with  us  that  will  make  what  we  do  fulfilling  and 
joyful.  Only  Christ  can  take  our  "busy-ness"  and  make  it  into  something  productive 
and  fruitful  for  what  God  wants  to  have  happen  in  our  lives  and  in  the  world  around 
us.  But  we  need  to  be  listening  for  His  voice,  through  prayer,  reading  the  Bible, 
and  gathering  with  other  disciples  for  encouragement  and  worship.  Then  we  can 
be  about  the  eternal  business  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  rather  than  the  fleeting 
"busy-ness"  of  this  world. 

So,  let's  all  tackle  the  many  things  before  us  this  May  and  deal  with  all  the  spring 
activities  with  the  awareness  that  the  risen  Christ  is  with  us.  This  Easter  reality  is 
what  will  make  all  our  realities  worthwhile  and  joyful.

Why  is  it  that  everyone  seems  to  be  in  a  hurry  to  get  somewhere?  The 
other  day  when  I  took  Karissa  to  school  a  young  girl  went  speeding 
around  us  on  the  highway.  When  we  took  the  off  ramp  guess  who  we 
pulled  up  right  behind?  You  guessed  it,  the  same  girl  that  had  passed 
us.  At  the  next  intersection  she  flew  through  the  yellow,  no,  make 
that  a  red  light  and  cut  in  front  of  several  cars  narrowly  avoiding  an 
accident.  She  managed  to  get  several  cars  in  front  of  us  and  was 
probably  a  mile  ahead  of  us,  that  is,  until  the  next  stoplight.  This  time 
she  was  two  cars  in  front  of  us.  By  the  time  we  reached  school  she 
was  only  a  few  seconds  ahead  of  us.  I  am  sure  she  thought  she  was 
making  great  time,  but  the  truth  is  she  did  not  get  to  her  destination 
any  faster.  Instead  she  broke  a  few  traffic  laws  and  risked  getting 
This  seems  to  happen  all  the  time.  People  are  in  such  a  hurry  to  get  from  one  place  to 
We  seem  to  race  through  life  without  worrying  about  the  consequences.  What  would  have 
happened  if  she  had  gone  through  that  red  light  just  a  few  seconds  later?  More  than  likely  she  would 
have  been  in  a  terrible  accident.  Some  days  it  scares  me  to  see  how  people  drive.  It  seems  as  if  stop 
signs  do  not  exist,  speed  limits  are  not  for  them,  along  with  many  other  things.  Why?  To  save  a  few 
minutes  getting  to  where  they  are  going?  Galatians  6:7b  says,  "A  man  reaps  what  he  sows."  If  you 
speed  you  could  get  a  ticket,  get  into  an  accident,  or  both.  We  can  get  so  worked  up  about  everything 
that  is  going  on  in  our  lives  that  we  forget  to  slow  down  and  spend  time  with  God.  This  rush  around 
and  worry  attitude  can  lead  to  many  different  things  such  as  not  being  able  to  sleep  at  night,  not  being 
able  to  concentrate,  and  even  physical  pain.   Jesus  warns  us  about  worry  in  Matthew  6:25-34: 

25"Therefore  I  tell  you,  do  not  worry  about  your  life,  what  you  will  eat  or  drink;  or  about  your 
body,  what  you  will  wear.  Is  not  life  more  important  than  food,  and  the  body  more  important 
than  clothes?  26Look  at  the  birds  of  the  air;  they  do  not  sow  or  reap  or  store  away  in  barns, 
and  yet  your  heavenly  Father  feeds  them.  Are  you  not  much  more  valuable  than  they?  27Who 
of  you  by  worrying  can  add  a  single  hour  to  his  life? 

28"And  why  do  you  worry  about  clothes?  See  how  the  lilies  of  the  field  grow.    They  do  not  labor 

or  spin.   29Yet  I  tell  you  that  not  even  Solomon  in  all  his  splendor  was  dressed  like  one  of  these. 

30If  that  is  how  God  clothes  the  grass  of  the  field,  which  is  here  today  and  tomorrow  is  thrown 

into  the  fire,  will  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  you  of  little  faith?  31So  do  not  worry,  saying, 

'What  shall  we  eat?'  or  'What  shall  we  drink?'  or  'What  shall  we  wear?'    32For  the  pagans  run 

after  all  these  things,  and  your  heavenly  Father  knows  that  you  need  them.    33But  seek  first  his 

kingdom  and  his  righteousness,  and  all  these  things  will  be  given  to  you  as  well.    34Therefore  do 

not  worry  about  tomorrow,  for  tomorrow  will  worry  about  itself.    Each  day  has  enough  trouble 

of  its  own." 

In  verse  27  Jesus  asks  the  question,  "Who  of  you  by  worrying  can  add  a  single  hour  to  his  life?"    I 

certainly  can't.    In  fact  I  probably  take  off  an  hour  by  worrying  about  all  the  things  that  I  have  to  get 

done.    Why  not  slow  down?   There  is  a  lot  to  gain  by  leaving  a  little  earlier  to  get  where  you  are  going. 

Will  it  be  easy,  not  a  chance.    Slowing  down  and  actually  saying  no  to  some  things  is  not  the  easiest 

thing  to  do,  just  ask  Diane.    She  will  tell  you  that  I  do  not  know  how  to  say  no.    I  have  started  to  slow 

down  by  leaving  a  little  earlier.    I  have  learned  what  "no"  means  and  I  am  working  on  learning  how  to 

say  it  and  actually  do  it.
